PARIS, Tuesday. 

It would be vain to pretend that the 
victory of the Left has not exceeded the 
hopes of even the most optimistic Radicals 
and Socialists. Certainly they expected a 
change in public opinion, but not such an 
overwhelming change as has occurred. Why 
have the French electors veered round so 
sharply? There is sufficient explanation in 
a re-reading of the programme upon which 
the Radicals and Socialists were able to 
arrive at an agreement without renouncing 
their own particular doctrines. This pro- 
gramme is summed up in one word: 
** Peace,” 

“Our programme,” said M. Briand in his 
famous speech at Carcassonne, ‘‘is that we 
want peace.” In the supreme appeal that 
he made to the electors in the Q@urvre, 
M. Edouard Herriot declared : “ The bloc of 
the Left stands for peace.” 

lt is this great world peace that has 
resounded in the far-off corners of the country, 
and has determined the old French provinces 
and the peasants to vote for. the Socialists, 
who had been, and in vain, labelled as 
extremists and as the enemies of property. 
Lord Robert Cecil said in my presence one 
day: “I believe in the pacifism of the 
French; but we are anxious, we English, 
when we hear them make too much noise 
with their weapons, and we listen uneasily 
to the noise of guns upon the roads.” 

It is this same feeling that has influenced 
the votes of Frenchmen. Certainly, they did 
not think that the Poincaré Ministry would 
play for war, or even let it break out, but 
they were anxious at seeing a number of 
militarists lending it their support. They 
not only wanted peace, they wanted the 
customs of peace. 

Compare the German elections of May 4th, 
that brought to the Reichstag the Ludendorffs 
and the Von Tirpitzes, with the French 
elections that have turned out from the 
Palaise Bourbon even such valuable men as 
General de Castelnau and Andre Lefevre, 
because their pacifism appeared, wrongly 
or rightly, suspect to some people. From 
these very facts you will draw the moral of 
our elections, and you will find in them the 
true heart of France.

PROBLEM.

A resolution was adopted urging active co- 
operation on the part of the T.D.’s with the 
Constituency and Branch Committees, and 
providing that arrangements be made to keep 
these bodies fully informed on matters of 
legislation. . 

Resolutions were adopted congratulating 
the Government on the strong line adopted in 
regard to the Boundary question, and assuring 
them that the organisation was solidly behind 
them and welcoming the measures of protec- 
tion that had been initiated in the recent 
Budget. 

With regard to the local elections, the Ard- 
Chomhairle strongly endorsed the policy 
agreed upon at a previous mecting—t.¢., that 
the issue at these elections should be one of 
vood administration rather than of politics. 
The organisation woul nominate a 
number of candidates chosen for their 
ability and interest in public work, 
and would support the candidature of 
nominees of other elements who promised to 
work the public boards for the benefit of the 
people in co-operation with the elected 
Government of the country. The issue in 
these elections should not be confused with 
the issue in Parliamentary elections. 

A statement from a delegate about the dis- 
appointment felt in rural areas that no divi- 
sion of grass lands under the Land Act had 
yet taken place drew from Mr. Hogan a 
detailed suphanntbe of the work of the Land 
Commission. Public departments, he said, 
could not proceed with the same freedom 
and rapidity as obtained in an ordinary deal 
between landlord and tenant. ‘Lhe operations 
of the Land Act were automatic where

Of unpaid tenants alone there were 150,000, 
and before the Act could operate absolutely 
accurate information had to be obtained of 
all the particulars required for filling. the 
documents which were essential for each 
transaction. It was not easy to get this in- 
formation. The Judicial Commission alone 
had tried 3,000 cases of disputed rentals, and 
each of these cases governed, perhaps, ten 
others. 

The matter of dealing with untenanted land 
involved necessarily an accurate survey of all 
untenanted land. in the courtry and the 
gathering of full details relative to congests, 
principally in the West. This work was well 
advanced, and the actual dividing of the lands 
will take place within about six months. 

Lands which had been in charge of the 
Congested Districts Board would be dealt with 
and divided immediately, but the vast pre- 
liminary work was now nearly done, and 
nothing that could expedite the work had 
been neglected. The delays associated with 
land purchase under the British Government 
would not be repeated under the Free State 
régime,

PROTEST MEETING IN 
DUBLIN.

Sir James C. Percy presided over a large 
attendance of motorists at the Mansion House, 
Dublin, yesterday afternoon, at which a 
strong protest was made against the excessive 
taxation of motorists in the Irish Free State. 

Opening the proceedings the Chairman said 
that they were not assembled in any spirit of 
antagonism to the Government, but, in view 
of the fact that motorists in the Free State 
were the most highly taxed people in the 
whole world, something had to be done. 
They wanted the return of the petrol tax and 
the abolition of the horse-power tax. 

Mr. Blythe had said that he hoped to. get 
£324,000 from new duties, and of that sum 
£256,000 was to come from motorists. That 
meant that motorists, in addition to paying 
their share of the ordinary taxes, had to 
pay four-fifths of the new sum. Also, motors 
were not luxuries in Southern Ireland, 
because 60 per cent. of all the cara in use 
were being used for business purposes. 

Major Bryan Cooper, T.D., proposed the 
-following resolutions :— 

(1)—That this meeting of Irish motorists ex. 
presses profound disappointment at the failure of 
the Government to act on the report of the Fiscal 
Committee, recommending the abolition of the im- 
port duties on motor parts; and protests strongly 
against the action of the Government in increasing 
and extending these “duties, notwithstanding the 
careful jndgment of its own Committee of Experte. 

(2)—That the decision to impose import duties 
on commercial vehicles, and the replacement parts 
for such vehicles, forcing upon the user the task 
of obtaining a refund, will hamper and restrict to 
a grave extent the development of road transport, 
and prove a constant source of worry to numbers of 
general traders and other business people through- 
out the country. 

(3)—That since motor cars are indispensable to 
the equipment of an efficient nation, this meeting 
considers that the import duties are unreasonably 
high, and should be reduced from 33 1-3 per cent. 
and 22 1-9 per cent., to 20 per cent. a 10 per 
cent., respectively. 

(4)—That, as a means of collecting revenne for 
the improvement of the roads, the h.p. tax is 
utterly unjust, unsuited to the interests of Ireland, 
and demands immediate adjustment. 
request the establishment of a Government 
mittee to investigate the practicability of a tax on 
spirit. or other means of obtaining revenue from 
vehicle owners, on the principle of payment accord- 
ing to use. 

“NO JUSTIFICATION.” 

Major Cooper said that some ag ago he 
was a motorist, but owing to the harassing 
conditions in Ireland he had given up motor- 
ing entirely. There was, he believed, no 
justification for the present heavy taxation 
of motorists, but at the same time he did 
not think there was any chance of relief for 
some time. Some of the taxes were of a 
pettifogging character and a hindrance to the 
progress of civilisation. (Applause.) 

Major Myles, T.D.. in seconding, said that 
he hoped the Minister for Finance would 
amend the tax, which hit motorists so 
severely and, because of its peculiar 
anomalies, hurt those who lived south of 
the border. The trouble about spare parts 
was almost intolerable and would lead to 
smuggling. 

Mr. F. M. Summerfield, in supporting the 
resolutions, said that the intolerable burden 
of taxation was killing motoring in Ireland. 
He knew all that was to be known about 
the roads of Ireland, and he could assure the 
Minister for Finance that there was neither 
pleasure nor luxury in negotiating them. 

Mr. R. H. Tilson, of the Southern Motorists’ 
Association and a member of the Roads Ad- 
visory Committee, said that motorists should 
protest against the iniquities of the taxation 
they had to bear, and also do everything 
possible to create a lively public opinion on 
the subject. He was in favour of broaden- 
ing the basis of taxation, and he assured the 
meeting that Cork would join with Dublin 
in any movement for the alleviation of the 
present burden on motorists, 

Dr. P. J. Keogh said that the motor car 
was an essential part of a medical man’s 
outfit and might be the means of saving many 
lives in a year. 

Mr. Charles O’Connor, of the Royal Auto- 
mobile Club; Dr. J. O'Conor Donelan, 
Mr. C. McKane, Mr. John P. McCabe, Chair- 
man of the Blackrock Urban Council, and 
Mr. William freland, Chairman of the Rath- 
mines and Rathgar Urban District Council, 
having spoken, 

The resolutions were put and carried unani- 
mously. 

A committee comprising Sir James C. 
Percy, Messrs. Tilson, McKane, Ashenburst, 
Huet and Summerfield was appointed to 
approach the Government on the subject dis- 
eussed by the meeting. 


“ NOTHING TO ADD.” 


LORD LONDONDERRY AND 


THE BOUNDARY. 


In the Northern Senate yesterday, Senator 
Woods said that since they last met the dis- 
cussion upon the Boundary Conference had 
broken down, “but they ought not to depart 
without expressing their satisfaction at the 
way in which Sir James Craig and his col- 
leagues had looked after their interests. 

He was fully satisfied with the conduct of 
the Prime Minister and his colleagues upon 
this particular question. He rose principally 
to congratulate the House in having such a 
leader as Lord Londonderry, who went to 
London to attend the Conference a few days 
after he had sustained a serious accident. 

Lord Londonderry said that with reference 
to the boundary he did not feel that he could 
usefully add anything to the statement which 
the Prime Minister had made on more than 
one occasion. If there was any doubt in the 
minds of the people of the Six Counties as to 
the attitude of the Government on the 
boundary question, no stone should be left 
unturned to dispel that doubt. He did not 
believe that any doubt existed.

ARTICLE FIVE. 


QUESTION IN THE HOUSE OF 
COMMONS. 


Sir William Davison asked the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, in the House of Commons 
yesterday, if he could state what is the esti- 
mated sum payable by the Irish Free State 
towards the service of the public debt of 
the United Kingdom and of war pensions, 
as provided by Article 5 of the Treaty, and 
what payments have actually been made; 
and what is the total amount payable, and 
actually paid, to date by the Government of 
Northern Ireland as its contribution to the 
Imperial revenue under the Act of 1920, 

Mr. J. H. Thomas, the Colonial Secretary, 
who replied, said that under Article 5 of the 
Treaty the amount of the liability to be 
assumed by the Irish Free State for debt 
and war pensions is to be determined by 
agreement, or, in default of agreement, by 
arbitration. No sum has yet been determined 
in accordance with this article. In reply to 
the last pat® of the question, he would refer 
the hon. member to the answer given to the 
hon. member for Fermanagh and Tyrone on 
the 6th inst. 


THREE POLICEMEN KILLED. 


HYDERABAD, SIND, Tuesday. 

The triple murder of an inspector, sub-in- 
spector, and constable of the police is reported 
from the Larkana district.

THREE DISPUTES 
AW AITING SETTLEMENT

LONDON, Tuesday. 

There were tentative discussions to-day be- 
tween the parties concerned in the mining, 
building, and coal trimmers’ disputes. A 
joint meeting of the negotiating committees 
of the Miners’ Federation and the colliery- 
owners creatg#a more hopeful state of feeling. 
Notwithstandimg recent truculent utterances 
of Mr. Cook, the new secretary of the 
Federation, the balance of opinion among the 
leaders is in favour of getting the best pos- 
sible settlement by negotiation at the moment, 
and prosecuting more vigorously an 
educational campaign, in support of the policy 
of nationalisation, as the most effective means 
of bringing about unification. 

To-day’s discussion, carried on in this spirit, 
resulted in a decision to appoint a joint sub- 
committee, which is to meet to-morrow to dis- 
cuss the details of a basis of settlement. The 
report of the committee will be considered 
by the full committees, and, if a provisional 
agreement is arrived at, it will be submitted 
to a delegate conference of the men, and to 
the general body of the owners for ratifica- 


tion, 
BUILDING TRADE. 

The issue of peace or war in the building 
trade is still in the balance. The executives 
of the Unions met yesterday, and, after a 
long discussion, suthorised the Negotiation 


Committee to meet the employers again to- 


morrow. The executive will reassemble next 
Thursday, when it is likely that a definite 
decision will be taken. So far the employers 
firmly decline to offer more than an increase 
of a halt-penny an hour in wages, but they 
have made proposals for the improvement of 
working conditions. 

A building trade dispute has arisen at 
Liverpool, where some time ago the uperatives 
gained a local rate of 1s. 9d. an hour, which 
ms lid. in excess of the national rate. The 
dispute is connected with a declared intention 
to retain this 1s. 9d., and there is a suggee- 
tion that a strike may be the outcome. 

COAL TRIMMERS. 

The Ministry of Labour 
strenuous effort to ptevent the national strike 
of coal trimmers, which has been called for 
to-morrow. It was announced to-day that, in 
response to an invitation, representatives of 
the Leith employers will reach London to- 
morrow ‘morning for an interview with the 
Minister. The Joint Sub-Committees of the 
unions will meet later in the day, but it was 
stated this evening that so far as the Trans- 
port Workers’ Federation was concerned 
nothing had happened up to that time to 
justify the officials in calling off the strike.

ployers to dismiss twenty-one workers who 
were taken on during a recent stoppage, and 
who were promised permanent employment. 
These men have refused an offer of £800—to 
be paid jointly by the employers and the 
unions—to give up their jobs.

TO BE READY IN JULY. 


Replying to Mr. McGuffin, in the Northern 
House of Commons yesterday, Mr. McKeown 
said that, under an agreement entered into 
between the Postmaster-General and the 
British Broadcasting Company, the latter 
secured the sole right of establishing wirelese 
broadcasting stations in Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland. In December last the 
Postmaster-General informed the Ministry ot 
Commerce that he had received an applica- 
tion from the company for permission te 
establish a broadcasting station in Belfast.

After 
consultation with the Ministry of Home 
Affairs, the Ministry of Commerce replied, 
specifying certain conditions which, in the 
opinion of the Government of Northern Ire- 
land, should be attached to the Postmaster- 
General’s permission. | 

It is understood that the company has been 
able to proceed with the rection of the 
station, subject to those conditions, and while 
I am unable to make any definite pronounce- 
ment on the point I am informed that it is 
expected that the station will be completed 
and ready for operation by the middle of 
July next. 

Replying to Mr. McGuffin, Mr. McKeown 
said that one of the conditions imposed was 
the power to discontinue the broadcasting at 
any time, if necessary, in the public interest.

ANIMALS. 


FOOD AND WATER ORDER, 
1924. 

Last night’s Dublin Gazette contains an 
Order, signed by Mr, F. J. Meyrick, Secre- 
tary, Department of Agriculture and Tech- 
nical Instruction, and Mr. P. Hogan, Minister 
for Agriculture, under the Agriculture and 
Technical Instruction (Ireland) Act, 1899, and 
the Diseases of Animals Acts, 1894 to 1914, 
reqtiring food and water to be provided for 
all animals during detention. The Order 
revokes Article 4 of the Exportation of 
Animals (Irish Free State) Order of 1923, and 
substitutes for it the following provision :— 

‘‘The owner or occupier of each approved 
place of inspection shall supply all animals 
undergoing detention in such place of inspec- 
tion with a proper and sufficient quantity of 
suitable food and water, and shall provide 
and keep provided in the place of inspection 
such racks, troughs, or other receptacles as 
the Department consider necessary for 
ensuring the proper feeding and watering ol 
each animal andergoing detention.” 

It is also ordered that “HH an animal re- 
mains without food or water in contravention 
of the foregoing provisions of this Order, the 
owner or the occupier of the place of inspec- 
tion shall be deemed guilty of an offence 
against the “iseases of Animals Act, 1894, 
and it shall e on him, when charged, to 
prove the proper and sufficient supply of food 
and water.”’ 

“An Inspector of the Department may 
detain any animal in a place of inspection 
until he is satisfied that the animal hag re- 
ceived food and water in accordance with this 
Order." 

The Order will come into operation on the 
Ist day of September, 1924, and may be 
cited ag the Exportation of Animals (Food 
and Water) Order of 1924. It is to be read 
with the Exportation of Animals (Irish Free 
State) Order, 1923,

MAJORITY OF 65 FOR 
GOVERNMENT. 


From OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT, 


WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 

The fight over the McKenna duties raged 
hotly for a time in the House of Commons 
to-day, and both Mr. Baldwin, who led 
the attack, and Mr. Snowden, who did his 
best to repel it. had the encouragement which 
a crowded House is supposed to give. 

The Leader of the Upposition submitted a 
motion deprecating the removal of the 
McKenna duties at a time when unemploy- 
ment was so prevalent. He entirely re- 
pudiated the idea that this was intended as 
a vote of censure, but the Government had 
previously announced that they regarded it as 
such, and the debate proceeded on those lines. 

At the outset Mr. Baldwin indulged in a 
good deal of chaff at the Chancellor's expense. 

Mr. Snowden had been described as a man 
with first-class brains, but when a first-class 
brain did something stupid, the stupidity 
of that brain was colossal. Turning to the 
professions of the Labour Party that they 
were out to solve the problem of unemploy- 
ment, Mr. Baldwin said that the question that 
they. naturally had to consider was whether 
the abolition of these import duties was cal- 
culated to relieve unemployment. Could any- 
one doubt the answer? Markets would be 
lost by the removal of these duties, and it was 
very doubtful whether, when once lost, we 
shonld ever be able to regain them. 

He invited the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
to tell the House his real reason for the steps 
he was proposing to take, He was aware of 
the old argument that Free Trade would 
result in people having more to spend, and 
the consequent greater ability to buy goods; 
but though this might be feasible in theory, 
it seldom worked out in practice. If English 
production of motor cars fell the cost would 
go up, and the moment that happened the 
foreign price would go up, keeping just below 
the English price. Therefore, the only re- 
sult in twelve months’ time would be more 
unemployment. 

A CHALLENGE. 

He wondered whether the Chancellor had 
consulted the bankers as to the financial posi- 
tion of the motor trade, and had he com- 
pletely closed his mind to the possibilities of 
an impartial inquiry. If you, continued Mr. 


Baldwin, will prove that what you are doing 


is going to increase employment in this 
country, we will vote with you to-night. He 
suggested that the Government would do well 
to think twice before they took the plunge. 
Convinced, as he was, that the Government 
were contemplating one of the stupidiest 
things possible, he would vote for the resolu- 
tion with more confidence and a better heart 
than he had ever voted before. 

The Chancellor rose to make his reply, 
but Mr. Pringle, who has assumed the clock 
and the hat and the seat of Sir Frederick 
Banbury (as he was before his translation to 
the Upper House), intervened on a point of 
order. His submission was that, as the re- 
solution was a direct negative to that passed 
by the House last night on the subject of 
these duties, it was out of order, unless it 
could be construed as a vote of censure. 

The House was rather staggered at even 
the remote possibility of the debate being 
thus summarily brought to an end on a tech- 
nical point, but the Speaker relieved mem- 
bers’ minds by disallowing the objection. 
Whilst. declining to define what was, or was 
not, a vote of censure, he ruled that the re- 
solution was strictly in order, 

THE CHANCELLOR’S CASE. 

Mr. Snowden proceeded to expound, amid 
the cheers of his own supporters and the 
cordial agreement of the Free Trade Liberals, 
the reasons which had led him to propose the 
removal of the duties. 
removal: of the duties. He confessed that 
he had been rather surpriséd at the mildness 
of the attack, having in mind the almost un- 
precedented violence of the campaign which 
had been raging in the newspapers during 
the past few weeks. Members of the 
Opposition had been down to the House in 
full war paint, and shouting war whoops, but 
the Commander-in-Chief's speech was, after 
all, a milk-and-water production. He wel- 
comed the rather belated interest which mem- 
bers opposite had taken in the question of 
unemployment. 

There were angry Conservative protests and 
cries of “ Withdraw’’ at this remark, but 
they were advised by Mr. Kirkwood to take 
their gruelling. 

Mr. Baldwin, said the Chancellor, has re- 
cently fought an election on th») issue of 
Protection, which was to be nota mere 
alleviation of, but a cure for, unemployment. 
In all his political experience he knew of 
nothing more mean and dishonourable than 
for the party opposite to try to keep on these 
duties as part of a fiscal controversy. The 
duties were only imposed as a war-time 
measure, and he considered that they were 
justified. in assuming that Mr. Baldwin was 
perfectly ready to repeal them as the price 
of securing the help of Mr. McKenna in his 
Government. 

This agitation against the repeal of the 
duties was being organised, not by the 
workers, but by the employers. Some of the 
statements| made in support of the agitation 
were perfectly outrageous, particularly in re- 
gard to the number of work-people which it 
was said would be thrown out of employment. 
It was all a piece of colossal humbug. It 
was quite true that the duties, since they 
were imposed, had produced a revenue of 
about 19 millions, but that they could afford 
to do without, and they would be honouring 
the pledge given when the taxes were first 
imposed. 

The Government would stand or fall by 
their decision; but they would not fall. 
There were a sufficient number of men of 
honour in that House who would not violate 
their election pledges. 

AN “IMMORAL BARGAIN,” 

Colonel Howard Bury commented on what 
he described as the immoral bargain which 
had been concluded between the Governmont 
and the Liberals, in order that the Labour 
Party might be maintained in office. . 

Captain Wedgwood Benn considered that 
the best argument against the McKenna duties 
was to be found in the fact that at the general 
election they had been condemned by the 
electors in the proportion of eight to five. 

One member of the Labour Party who 
favoured the retention of the duties was Mr. 
Purcell, but as he represents Coventry, the 
seat of one of the industries chiefly affected, 
he may, perhaps, be forgiven for thinking 
that this was one of the occasions where the 
workers. threatened with unemployment 
should be given first consideration. 

Major-General Seely on this matter differed 
from many of his colleagues on the Liberal 
benches. In the circumstances he believed 
that the sudden abolition of the duties would 
mean the end of Free Trade, and probably of 
Liberalism, and he appealed to the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer at least to consider the 
advisability of proceeding by gradual! steps. 

Mr. Pringle viewed with complacency the 
“evidently impending defection’’ of Major- 
General Seely, doubting not that the Liberal 
Party would still survive. 

Mr. Austen Chamberlain concluded the 
debate for the Opposition. To the straight 
question of whether the Conservative Party 
associated the motion with a general tariff, 
he replied. with equal straightforwardness, 
that they did not. Jt was true that when the 
McKenna duties were imposed it was never 
contemplated that they should be permanent, 
but since then they had experience to guide 
them. The duties had helped manufacturers 
by giving them a larger market, and conse- 
quently cheaper production. The Chancellor 
was apparently counting upon a short life and 
a merry one, but there was a possibility of 
his finding himself still in office next year and 
in need of the revenue which these duties 
produced, 

Mr. Graham's parting shot at the Opposi- 
tion was that the real case which the Labour 
Party had to meet was a campaign of misre- 
presentation and distortion. 

The division was taken at 11 o’clock, when 
the motion was defeated by 317 votes to 252 
The division was the largest of the session, 
and it took a quarter of an hour to collate the 
figures and announce the result. Cheers from 
the Government benches hailed the announce- 


ment, but they were not very loud or pro- 


longed.

SUPPLIES MAY BE CUT 
OFF TO-DAY. 


— 


As the result of a strike of gas workers, 
which took place at 10 o'clock last night, 
Dublin may be entirely without gas at noon 
to-day. Already the district supplies have 
failed; and last night, from the sén of 10. 
Blackrock, Dalkey, Killiney, Bray, and 
Kingstown were virtually in darkness, 

It was annoupnced in the Dail yesterday 
that a Court of Inquiry had been appointed 
to investigate, and report on, the circum- 
stances of the dispute, and the M':ster for 
Industry and Commerce appealed to the 
parties to the dispute to defer action until 
the investigation had been completed. 

Up till-9 o'clock last night, however, no 
official notification of the Minister’y decision 
had been received by the gas worl:ers’ organ- 
isation—the Irish Transport and General 
Workers’ Union—and the Union decided to 
call the men out on strike at the hour pre- 
viously agreed upon. Consideration of the 
dispute was put off, pending the receipt of a 
communication from the Government, and the 
men will probably meet again to-day. 

e Alliance and Dubtin Consumers’ Gas 

Company, which employs all gus workers m 
the city, has made no statement regarding 
the dispute, beyond announcing that the gas 
supply will be cut off completely as from 
noon to-day, 
_The public will realise that & Very crave 
situation has arisen, and that much incon. 
venience to all. and, perhaps, a serious 
hampering of industry may take place. The 
Secretary of the Gas Company declined abso- 
lutely to discuss the matter when an /rish 
Pimes representative called at the company’s 
Office yesterday. 

An official of the Transport Union stated 
that trouble had been brewing at the gas 
works ever since the beginning of this vear. 
The workers had “a whole host of griev- 
ances,’ but the dispute really arose out of 
“ the refusal of the company to promote any 
member of the Union to a position 
unless he resigned membership of the Union 
at the dictation of the company. 

“ You must understand,” said the Union 
official, *‘ that the dispute has nothing what- 
ever to do with wages or working conditions, 
hut is the result of an attempt on the part 
of the employers to interfere with the liberty 
of the subject.” : 


INDUSTRIES MAY BE AFFECTED. 

Nine hundred workers are on strike. but 
the stoppage of work at the gas works may 
yet affect many industries which use gas as a 
motive power for manufacturing purposes. 
According to an official of the Transport 
Workers’ Union, the Alliance and Dublin 
Consumers’ Gas Company manufacture about 
six million cubic feet of gas per day, and as 
the daily consumption is about four million 
cubic feet, it will be seen that the supply will 
not last longer than to-day. a 

The Union official pointed out that they 
were opposed, first and foremost, to the 
companys insistence’ that employe 
should leave the Union he 
had been promoted from clerk to 
collector of quarterly accounts. This attempt, 
he said, to coerce an employé, could not be 
tolerated by the union. The +«mployé men- 
tioned had beem promoted in July of last year, 
but it was not until January that he was put 
on the monthly payment system, and he was 
told that he was to have the increase of 
wages to which he was entitled. The company 
informed him that the increase would date 
from his promotion, and he was handed a 
cheque for £21, for a month’s work; but he 
was then told that he was required to sever 
his connection with the Transport Union. He 
refused to do so, and the company, insisted 
upon his either leaving the union or leaving 
hig position and taking up his old duties. He 
still declined, and the.cheque was taken from 
him, and he was given another cheque for 
£135 10s. Od., representing his wages at the 
old rate. 

On April 22 the clerical staff gave notice 
to withdraw their services after one week, 
but a conference at the Ministry of Transport 
intervened, and the notices were withdrawn. 
Both parties met at the Ministry, but after 
a three hours’ conference no agreement was 
reached. ‘The union met afterwards, and it 
was decided to call out the whole staff. On 
Monday evening the representatives of the 
union were summoned to the Ministry of Com- 
merce, and a furtner conference was held, 
which again lasted three hours. and a sug 
gestion was made by the Ministry that a 
Court of Inquiry should be set up, but that 
the decision of the Court should not be final. 
This was not agreed to. The union com- 
plained of the employers breaking away from 
several agreements made when a dispute about 
wages was settled in last December.

SEEKING A SETTLEMENT. 
In the Dail vesterday, in answer to a ques- 

tion by Mr. P. S. Doyle, Mr. MeGillhgan, 

Minister for Industry and Commerce, said that 

his Ministry had been endeavouring for some 

time to effect a settlement of differences which 
had arisen between the Dublin Gas Company 
and the Irish Transport Union. He regretted 
to say that these efforts had not 
In these circumstances, and having 
particularly to the serious inconvenience and 
dislocation that a stoppage of the gas supply 
would involve, not only to private consumers, 
but to a large number of industrial concerns, 
he had decided to exercise his powers under 
the Industrial Courts Art, 1919, to appoint 

Mr. Fred Allen as a Court of Inquiry to in- 

vestigate, and report on, the circumstances of 

the dispute. 

He would urge the parties to exhaust every 
rational means of settlemenr' before a stoppage 
of work that would seriously affect the indus- 
tries and general life of the city was allowed 
to take place, and he hoped that the parties 
would defer any such action, to enable the 
Court of Inquiry thoroughly to investigate the 
matter, and to formulate suggestions for a 


settlement. 
ON THF COAST. 


The first effect of the gas workers’ action 
began to be evident in the coast townships a 
few minutes after ten o'clock last night. The 
light died down gradually. There were still 
a few jets flickering feebly, as long as an hour 
after the gas was turned off in Dublin, though 
gas stoves had been almost immediately ren- 
dered useless. 

On public lighting the strike had little 
effect. Most of the townships only light an 
odd street lamp in the summer time, while 
Killiney and Bray are not dependent on gas. 
In Bray there is a municipal electric light sys- 
tem, while at Killiney an excellent service of 
oil lamps is used for street lighting. The 
feature of the night was the dimness of the 
windows of private dwellings, and the 
semi-darkness of: these public-houses which 
remained open. The most noticeable effect 
was at the railway stations. Fortunately the 
signal lamps along the line are lighted with 
oil, but the platform and office gas apparatus 
were soon useless, Storm oi! lanterns, guards’ 
lamps and candles were distributed at con- 
venient points on the platforms and offices, 
and the public and the company's servants 
made the best of such dim light as these gave.

GOOD WORK ABROAD. 


The Bishop of Cashel presided at the annual! 

meeting of the Charch 6f Ireland Jews’ Society 

yesterday afternoon in the Gregg Memorial 
all, Dawson street, Dublin. 

The Rev. H. Gy Warren, M.A., secrétary, 
presented the report for the year 1923-1924, 
which outlmed the aetivities of the Society 
in its various mission fields. It stated that 
they were unable to ‘give much support to the 
Hamburg Home, as they had to allocate their 
funds te foster the more ftuitful work among 
the Jewry of Eastern Europe. Bo far as the 
mission! work in Ireland “was ‘concetned, the 
4 country could be regarded as having returned 
{to normal ¢onditions. There had been o 
tion to the work oh thé part of the Jewish 
authorities, but this was inevitable when 
signs of success wore seen. * . 

in presenting the statement of accounts, the 
Committee reported that the income from all 
sources was £5,031 15s: 1d.,° being £248 7s. 
Ed. ‘more than the afhount received last year. 
A sum of £1,200 15s. 7d. was remitted to the 
Parent Society in Dondon, and to the Mission 
Field direct, for special purposes, and £1,415 
10s. was remitted to' London for the General 
Fund, being 8600 more than ‘last year.

Parent. Society in London, :spoke of the work 
carried on ‘in the vasious mission fields. In 
-his visit to Poland, he said he had seen mar- 
Yellous results of work carried on by colpor- 
teurs and other workers. He imstanced the 
case of two colporteurs who ‘visited a Jewish 
village, and hired a hall for a Service; That 
day they had seven Services, one after 
another, and many of the listeners were so in- 
terested that they went to Warsaw to learn 
more about Christianity. That was only one 
jnstance of the wonderful, revival that was 
going on in Poland, and, it was all. the more 
remarkable wher it ‘was considered that the 
only practical Christianity they had experi- 
enced was persecution and pogroms Many of the 
inquirers, were young Jews, keen in intellect, 
Who found Bolshevism and Socialism insuffi- 
eient to satisfy-their desire for the truth, and 
they were thus turning. to Christianity to 
find what they desired. ' 

In Tunisia and Algeria, Mr. Gill continued, 
evéry Jewish community within a radius of 
several::hundred miles had been visited at 
least once during the past seven years. One 
visit fh seyén years did not seem much, but 
it. was ‘found, again and again, that the 
message of the Gospel grew in the minds of 
| the. people. . Ín this way many of the Jews 
had been persuaded of the truth of the 
Gospel. .In Moróccó one Hebrew Christian 
woman managed, within a short time, to get 
a congregation of, three thousand Jéws to 
| come and Listen to her message, an in this 
way the work*was being carried on all over 
that region. 

In Abyssinia there were some Jewish con- 
veris who, .though persecuted, managed to 
keep the missionary work alive. Now that 
| Abyssinia was a member of the ue of 

Nations. freedom of. religious belief was 
granted to all, and thus the work would in. 
crease more rapidly. . Persia and Palestine 
were also fruitful fields. '

BREACH OF PROMISE 
A DUBLIN. CASE, 


Before the Lord Chief Justice, in the action 
of Sarah Tully v, Mental Woolfe, alias Mendle

London, with Mr.-H. G. Burgess, the General 
Manager of the London, Midland and Scottish 
Railway. . | i 
The -“Tourist Organisation Society was 
represented by— ; ' 
Mr. G. R. Orpen, the Mana ing. Director 
of the Shelbourne Hotel, Dublin ; 
Ma. A.W. Hewsrr, Tourist and General 
Passenger Agent, Dublin; and 
Ma. 4H. RAWPORD HARTNELI, 
‘ Honorary Organiser of the Society. 
The object of the visit was pointed out by 
Mr. Olden, “who emphasised the fact that 
there are few countries (if any) in the world 
which offer more attractions to tourists than 
Ireland, with its varied scenery, fascinations, 
mountains, Jakes and moorland, w ilst as a 
sporting country it stands unrivalled. 
Mr. Olden further stated that. it was well 
within the. knowledge of the Society that 
without the active co-operation of the London, 
Midland and Scottish Railway it would “be 
futile to expect any great volume of tourist 
traffic .to~Ireland. from: the gréater part of 
England, Scotland and Wales. What he (Mr. 
Olden) meant by co-operation was the assist- 
ance of the London, Midland and Scottish 
Railway in helping the Tourist Society to 
exhibit. their posters and literature at their 
railway stations and in industrial centres gene- 
rally, and, in addition, that the railway com- 
pany should freely advertise Ireland as a tourist 
gtound, and, above all things, provide good 
train and steamboat services, bearing in view 
the fact that the London, Midland and 
Scottish Railway now serves all the ports on 
the West coast of. England and Scotland from 
Holyhead to’ Glasgow. , 
e General Mham of the railway com: 
pany told the deputation that the sympathies 
of his company wee altogether with the 
object explained by Mr. Olden, and, under 
ordinary circumstances, he would be very 
glad to do all in his power to induce tourists 
to -visit.Ireland; but, in view of existing 
circumstances in the Midland and Southern 
parts of Ireland, he saw a difficulty in at 
— complying with the request of the 
society. 
The circumstances he referred to were the 
intention ,of the Free State Government to 
alter the existing railway arrangements, and 
it was not at all clear what would be decided 
for the ‘future. Another point that occurred 
to him was the question of hotel accommoda- 
tion, particularly in Dublin, and, as the 
deputation would appreciate, any railway 
company taking steps to induce tourists to 
visit any particular place had, in the first 
instance, to be satisfied that travelling 
facilities and hotel accommodation would be 
all that the tourists desired. 
Mr. .Burgess explained that so far as the 
North of Ireland was concerned a different state 
of affairs existed. [It is not proposed to alter 
the railway arrangements in any way, and 
the hotel: accommodation is ample; in fact, 
the London, Midland and Scottish Railway 
was very ‘much interested in one of the rail- 
ways in the North of ‘Ireland and connecting 
hotels, and he had no hesitation in saying 
that special efforts would be made to induce 
tourists to visit that party-of the country;

LEGISLATION PROPOSED BY THE 
INSTITUTE. 


Mr. William Mayes, in submitting the 
Council's’ report at the thirty-sixth annua! 
meeting of the Institute of Chartered 
Accountants in Ireland, held in Dublin, men- 
tioned that the balance on the year's accounts 
represents an excess of expenditure over 
income of £110 12s. 9d. The income showed 
an increase under each head, but exceptional 
outlay arose from attendances in London and 
Edinburgh discussing the question of registra- 
tion for the profession. 
ing ‘were also exceptionally heavy, and ‘there 
was a considerable increase im the expense of 
examinations. The last-named is the most 
serious, as it is of a recurring nature; but the 
Council are devising means whereby the ex- 
pensé can be somewhat reduced. without 
serious inconvenience to the candidates or any 
lowering of. the standards of efficiency which 
the Institute requires. 

The question of legislation in Ireland with 
the view of preventing unqualified persons 
from posing as public accountants has been 
prominently before the Council, and much 
progress has been made in drafting a bill and 
in removing some of the difficulties which the 
problem presents. In the public interest it is 
desirable that there should be registration, 
while it will also benefit those younger mem- 
bers who, at the cost of much time and money, 
have qualified themselves for the _ professicn 
of accountancy.
